E. M. Grimes, 59-year-o ld Hamlin 
man, died in the Hamlin Memo rial 
Ho spital at 3:45 Thursday mo rning, 
fro m injuries suffered Wednesday 
afterno o n when he fell fro m the 
rear o f a pickup truck at So uth 
Central and Fo urth Street. 
Grimes, who was emplo yed by the 
T. E. Shelburne & So h Co nstructio n 
Co mpany, was engaged in helping 
mo ve equipment o f the Farmers & 
Merchants Natio nal Bank into the 
new building. 
He was riding in the back o f the 
truck, driven by Leslie Shelburne, 
witnesses said, and tumbled fro m 
where he was sitting o n the side o f 
the truck bed, to the pavement. 
Rushed to the ho spital in a Bar­ 
ro w ambulance, Grimes did no t re­ 
gain co nscio usness befo re his death. 
Do cto rs said he suffered a fractur­ 
ed skull, and ruptured blo o d ves­ 
sels in the brain. 
The accident to o k place at 2:45 
Wednesday afterno o n. Grimes’ co n­ 
ditio n became steadily wo rse, and 
the Fire Department’s iro n lung wras 
taken to the ho spital abo ut 5:06 
o 'clo ck in an effo rt to save his life. 
Funeral arrangements were no t 
co mplete Thursday, as effo rts were 
being made to no tify relatives.

A resident o f Hamlin fo r many 
years, Grimes had been emplo yed by 
Shelburne fo r abo ut fo ur years. He 
was bo rn J anuary 4, 1891, and the 
fatal accident to o k place o n his 
59th birthday anniversary.

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Doctor Warns of 
Health Hazards 
During Winter 


Seasonal health hazards for the 
y oung children are to be guarded 
against in the wintertim e just as 
carefully as they are in the sum- 
m ertirrp 
in the 
opinion of 
Dr. 
George W. Cox, state health officer, 
told The Herald this week . 
“Every m other is fam iliar with so- 
called summer om plaints which af­ 
fect small children but certain w in­ 
ter diseases can be just as harm ful 
and are just as li ely to mak e their 
appearance unless proper precau­ 
tions are used,” Dr. Cox said. 
In the group of winter diseases 
Dr. Cox included influenza, tonsil­ 
litis, pneumonia, bronchitis, asthm a, 
and even diphtheria when a child 
has not been immunized. Any such 
disease affecting a child’s respira­ 
tory or breathing sy stem is apt to 
be very Serious and only too often 
fatal. 
Pneumonia 
often develops 
from a neglected 
old or may follow 
a severe case of measles or whoop­ 
ing 
cough. 
Bronchitis condition 
may also prove to be on after effect 
of these diseases and these respri- 
tory ailm ents are much more diffi­ 
cult to combat successfully than the 
digestive ailm ents which are preval­ 
ent in the sum mertim e and k nown 
as sum m er complaints. 
"These w inter diseases are espec­ 
ially dangerous to babies and very 
y oung 
hildrc/.i.” Dr. 
Cox 
said. 
“Nearly all of them are spread from 
the 
secretions 
of 
the nose 
and 
mouth. 
Children not in vigorous 
health are naturally more suscepti* 
ble to these com plaints and the first 
line of defense avainst them is to 
strengthen 
the child’s 
power 
of 
resistance against disease,’’ he ad­ 
vised. 
“The second step is to k eep 
them under medical supervision and 
the third is to mak e s ire that they 
avoid contact w ith those who have 
coughs, colds, or fevers."

Although

One reason may be th a t most 
people av erage two or three colds 
a y ear and most people look on a 
cold as just a tem porary nuisance. 
Another reason for this lack of sy m- 
athy might be th at people realize 
a cold is catching and so they av oid 
the sufferer 
The person who care­ 
lessly spreads his cold germ s by 
j neglecting to cov er his coughs and 
sneezes with his handkerchiefs or 
tissues is espe iallv unpopular. 
For the so called “common cold'' 
is 
highly contagious. The v ictim i 
j most freq uently sreads his cold at 
the time the sy mptoms first appear, 
but his cold can be spread ev en be­ 
fore he himself starts coughing and 
sneezing. 
The cold germ 
a v irus so small 
it cannot be seen under an ordin- ’ 
ary 
microscope—is usually spread 
by direct contact. Things like sit­ 
ting in a draft and getting wet feet 
are not sufficient in themselv es to 
produce a cold. 
But doctors believ e 
th at sudden changes in tem perature 
and sev ere chilling or wetting sen­ 
sitize the m em branes of the nose 
and throat and make a person more 
v unerable to cold germs. Cold germs 
can lodge beforehand in the m em­ 
branes of the nose and th roat and 
not “take hold" until sudden chill 
or cold weaken surrounding tissues. 
A cold, of itself, Is nev er the cause 
of death. If neglected or Ignored, 
howev er, a cold can lead to serious 
illness or complications which may 
prov e fatal. Colds not properly cared 
for can result in pneumonia, ton ­ 
sillitis, diseases of the ears and of 


the throat, or secondary infections 
of 
the sinuses, lary nx , bronchial I 
tubes and ev en the ey es. 
The best way to av oid a cold is to j 
av oid those suffering from colds. 
But since this is not alway s prac- ' 
tic 1. the best defense is building 
n atural resistance to all illnesses,! 
mainly through proper diet and suf- i 
fi tent rest. 
I 
If a cold does strike, desite precau j 
tions, a person should get as much i 
rest as he can. and take light and 
j 
easily -digested foods, such as soups, 
milk, and fruit juices. If possible

he should stay at home. Prom pt ac-

a cold can mean “licking" it in a |
